Kentucky and Chandler Halls were com- 
pletely renovated at a total cost exceed- 
ing $2.7 million.

Kentucky State Football 
Kicks-Off Another 
Great Sports Year 



Kentucky State head football coach Leroy Smith and 
his assistants led the Kentucky State University foot- 
ball team through drills and victories in the 1978 
football campaign. The Thorobreds just missed a 
chance at the NAIA national playoffs and finished the 
year with a 7-2-1 record. The Thorobreds had several 
players honored in post season tributes for their out- 
standing play. 

Mike Johnson, a junior defensive tackle, was honored 
on the NAIA Ail-American first team for his outstand- 
ing contributions to the Thorobred squad. Senior of- 
fensive guard Clarence Clegg and senior offensive 
tackle Henry Speed were given Honorable Mention by 
the NAIA. Speed and senior center Leon Taylor were 
picked to play in the Black College All-Star Bowl in 
New Orleans, January 7, and they both were named 
top linemen by Ebony magazine. In the All-Star game, 
both Taylor and Speed earned starting berths and 
helped Will Jefferies' East squad earn a 35 to 30 
victory. 

Eight players were named to the NAIA District 24 and 
32 All-District team with head coach Leroy Smith 
being named Coach of the Year. Five players were 
also named to the All-Kentucky team by Kentucky 
Sports World magazine. 

KSU vs. Fayetteville 27-13 

When the season started, it looked as though things 
were going to go right for the Thorobreds. It was 
sunny and warm when the KSU buses rolled into 
Fayetteville, North Carolina. It was a long trip, more 
than 15 hours, but Coach Smith had readied his 
troops for the first battle. 

At game time, 7:30 PM, the sun began to fade and the 
Fayetteville State administration turned on the lights. 
Lights? There were forty lights that glowed onto the 
Bronco's field — 20 on each side — and Coach Smith 
remembers, "It was like 30 or 40 Boy Scouts standing 
in two lines with candles. The only circumstance that 
was tolerable was that they had to play in the same 
light, but then they were used to it." 

3,500 people packed the small but friendly Fayetteville 
stadium at kick-off, and by half there were over 5,000. 
At the end of the first quarter, both teams were score- 
less. 




The second quarter was all Fayetteville State. Run- 
ning tackle plays, the Broncos pushed across two 
touchdowns in the period and went to the locker room 
with a comfortable 13-0 lead. 

When the teams returned, it became a do or die situa- 
tion for Kentucky State. Fighting and churning up 
yardage, the Thorobreds pushed across their first 
score midway through the third period as Joe Reeves 
went in from the 5 yard line and Mark Stoute added 
the extra point. 13-7 and still a long way to go. 

In the final period, KSU took complete control of the 
game. The defensive line continued to force Fayet- 
teville into mistakes and Kentucky State scored three 
more times to take the 27 to 13 win. Joe Reeves added 
another score, and Ruie Hannah rushed for two. Mark 
Stoute, KSU's barefoot kicker, was 3 of 4 on point- 
after kicks. 



KSU dedicated its new, 5,500 seat football stadium 
and adjacent fieldhouse with a very tough opponent. 
Mississippi Valley State University from Itta Bena, 
Mississippi, provided the opposition and the Thorob- 
reds had their hands full. 



The day proved to be a succession of firsts . . . the 
first game. . . the first band . . . the first crowd . . . 
and most importantly, THE FIRST WIN. 



KSU vs. Mississippi Valley 21-7 

As the second half began Kentucky State received the 
ktck-off and could not move and Valley State took a 
Johnson punt at the 10-yard line. Three plays later the 
Valley State quarterback was thrown for a 6-yard loss 
by Harold Smith and fumbled the ball as Clarence 
Palmer jumped on the pigskin for the Thorobreds. 
Again it was Joe Reeves that carried it in, this time 
from the four, and with a two point conversion on a 
pass from Reeves to Harold Wells it was 14-0 KSU. 



Valley State, KSU President Butts' Alma Mater, won 
the opening toss and received the first ever kick-off in 
Alumni Stadium before 5,500 fans. Four plays later, 
KSU got its first possession, but couldn't move the 
ball. 

Neither team could move for any advantage early in 
the first period until Joe Reeves pushed across from 
the one and gave KSU its first score and a 6-0 lead. 
The extra point failed. Neither team scored in the re- 
mainder of the first half, and the score was 6-0 at the 
half.

Mark Stoute sent the kickoff into the end zone and 
Valley State took control at the 20. On the first play a 
MVSU running back fumbled and again the Thorob- 
reds recovered, this time on the MVSU 24 . . . 5 plays 
later Joe Reeves pushed his year's scoring total to 30 
points as he carried it across from the 2-yard line. 

With 3:35 left in the game, Valley State got its only 
score on a 5-yard pass play and the Thorobreds ran the 
clock out on the final possession to take their first 
ever decision in Alumni Stadium and second of the 
year 21-7 over the Devils of Mississippi Valley State. 
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KSU vs. Morehead 7-7 



Over 6,500 people marched through the gates to 
watch the Morehead Eagles in their home and season 
opener against KSU. 

Things began all wrong for the Thorobreds . . . with 
9:31 left in the first period, Morehead pushed across a 
score from the 8 yard line and took a 7-0 lead. It was 
Morehead's first possession. The Thorobreds had six 
possessions during the remainder of the first half, but 
could not score. Halftime: Morehead 7 KSU 0. 

In the third period, KSU had four possessions, but 
couldn't score. The fourth quarter began with KSU 
having the ball, but the offense stalled again. On 
Morehead's second possession of the quarter, Phil 
Simms, MSU's quarterback, lofted a pass to Larry 
Campassi, but Thorobred sophomore defensive back 
Lester Cooperwood stepped in, picked off the bomb, 
and raced 55 yards for a touchdown. Mark Stoute 
tacked on the extra point to give the Breds a 7 to 7 tie. 

KSU vs. Knoxville 

It was home to friendly Alumni Stadium and sup- 
posedly easy Knoxville College, but the game was not 
nearly as easy as it might appear.

yards to pay dirt. With the extra point, KSU had a 14-0 
lead. 

The 14-0 lead held well into the third quarter before 
the visiting Bulldogs hit pay dirt. 

Kentucky State's defense went to work and held 
Knoxville the rest of the way to give the Thorobreds 
their third win of the year.

KSU vs. Morris Brown 14-15 



It was another long road trip for the 78 Thorobreds as 
they once again climbed aboard the buses for an en- 
counter with the Wolverines of Morris Brown College 
in Atlanta, Georgia. The game remained a scoreless 
tie until 12:59 was left in the second period. Joe Re- 
eves scrambled left and then right before breaking 
loose from the 20-yard line and scoring a KSU 
touchdown. With the extra point the Thorobreds had a 
7-0 lead. With 10:57 left in the third period, Morris 
Brown tied it up with a one-yard run. 

KSU jumped back into the lead with 6:00 remaining in 
the third quarter when Joe Reeves tossed a 6-yard 
pass to Anthony Hardy, but Morris Brown was not to 
be denied. Kentucky State's defense held Morris Brown 
until :40 remained in the game. With a 4th and 14 
situation on the KSU 23-yard line, Morris Brown lofted 
a pass toward the end zone and as two KSU defenders 
raced for the ball, the Wolverines had pulled within 
one point at 14-13. The two-point conversion was 
good and Morris Brown won 15-14. 

KSU vs. Central State 29-28 

Next on the schedule was arch rival Central State of 
Ohio in the 9th Annual Shrine Classic in Dayton, Ohio. 

Both teams were scoreless in the first period. The 
second quarter provided a real thrill for everyone at 
the game and anyone listening on the KSU radio net- 
work. 4:14 showed on the clock as Harold Wells 
hauled in a Joe Reeves pass and raced 26 yards for a 
Thorobred touchdown. The extra point failed. KSU 6 
. . . Central State 0. On the ensuing kickoff, the Cen- 
tral State receiver stepped back into the end zone and 
the Thorobreds claimed a safety for an 8-0 lead. 

Central State broke into the scoring column on a 
two-yard run and with the extra point, trailed 8-7. On 
the kickoff after this touchdown, KSU's Ted Otey 
raced 95 yards with the help of some great blocking 
and with the extra point, KSU increased its lead to 
15-7. 

The third period was all Central State. The Mauraders 
scored three times ... a two-yard run, a one-yard 
run, and a 44-yard pass play to take what seemed to 
be an unbeatable lead of 28-15. 

The Thorobreds wouldn't quit. People along press 
row began writing of the Central State victory. That 
was until . . . Victor Rice, a freshman quarterback 
who had seen only limited action to this point, moved 
into the line-up. It was Rice who carried it in from the 
5-yard line with 10:01 remaining in the game. KSU still 
trailed 28-21. With excellent defense play, the 




Thorobreds had the ball again with 7:00 remaining. It 
didn't take long . . . sophomore running back Ronald 
Clark pushed across the score from the 2-yard line 
. . . CSU 28 KSU 27. The Thorobreds took a time out 
with the extra point still to come. Coach Smith talked 
with his young signal caller. Rice called the line set 
and cooly passed for the extra point. The ball went 
deep into the right corner of the end zone and there 
with outstretched arms was Eddie Marshall to haul in 
the two-point pass. KSU won over Central State 29-28, 
and improved its record to 4-1-1. 
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KSU vs. Lincoln University 32-20 




Lincoln University of Missouri was next as KSU cele- 
brated Homecoming. In the annual celebration, 
played once again in the rain, the Thorobreds jumped 
to an early 6-0 lead on a 2-yard run by Victor Rice, and 
took a 13-0 lead to the locker room on a 18-yard run by 
Ruie Hannah. KSU seemed to have the game well in 
hand. 

Lincoln was not so agreeable, however. With 14:34 left 
on the clock, on just the third play of the half, a Tiger 
running back swept right end 65 yards for a score. 
Less than 8 minutes later a four-yard run netted Lin- 
coln another score and suddenly it was 14-13. But this 
was Homecoming, and KSU was not to be denied. 

In the final quarter, the Thorobreds rallied for three 
scores while limiting Lincoln to one for a 32-20 victo- 
ry. Victor Rice went in from the one and also passed to 
Ruie Hannah for the second score. Hannah added an 
insurance TD on a 1-yard run. 




KSU vs. Arkansas Pine Bluff 31-17 

Next in Alumni Stadium it was Arkansas Pine Bluff. 
The Thorobreds were now looking seriously at the 
playoff picture knowing that one more loss or tie 
would keep them out. The Breds scored quickly in the 
first quarter to take a 6-0 lead. Arkansas countered 
with a 35-yard field goal early in the second period, 
but the Thorobreds added two second quarter scores 
to take an 18-3 lead at the half. 



It was mostly KSU in the second half as Ronald Clark 
scored on a 4-yard run, Harold Salter, returning to 
action for the first time since the Mississippi Valley 
game, carried in from the 2, and Ruie Hannah scored 
three times on runs of one, two, and 10 yards. Mark 
Stoute broke a personal scoring drought in the final 
period. Final score: KSU 31 Arkansas Pine Bluff 17. 
The Thorobreds moved to 8th in the NAIA national 
rankings. 



KSU vs. Delaware State 18-12 



With the playoffs very much on the minds of 
Thorobred fans everywhere, the Hornets of Delaware 
State came to call at Alumni Stadium. It was another 
must win for KSU. 

The Hornets were the first to score on a 4-yard pass 
play and held a 6-0 lead at the end of the first period. 
The Thorobreds rallied for two second quarter scores 
and took a 12-16 halftime advantage. Ronald Clark 
scored on a 3-yard run and Harold Wells scored on a 
28-yard pass from Victor Rice. 



Delaware State pushed the score to 12-12 on a 10-yard 
pass play just one minute into the second half. Both 
teams continued to play strongly on defense before 
Harold Salter pushed across from the one-yard line 
with 2:01 remaining in the game. Delaware State 
could only burn up four downs as KSU ran out the 
clock on its final possession. Final score: KSU 18 De- 
laware State 12. The Thorobreds now owned a 7-1-1 
record. 
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KSU vs. Alabama State 14-21 



The eyes of all KSU football fans were focused on 
Alumni Stadium Saturday afternoon November 11. 
The Thorobreds were riding a four-game regular sea- 
son winning streak, an 11-game home winning streak, 
and a shot at the NAIA football playoffs. KSU had 
climbed to 8th in the most recent poll, and with a win 
against Alabama State, was almost virtually assured a 
spot in the playoffs. 

The afternoon seemed to favor Kentucky State as 
Harold Wells gathered in a pass from Victor Rice and 
scampered 54 yards to paydirt and the first score of 
the afternoon. The extra point failed and KSU had to 
settle for a 6-0 lead. Alabama State scored in the sec- 
ond quarter and took a 7-6 halftime lead. 

The third quarter proved to be the beginning of the 
end for the Thorobreds. Kentucky State suffered 
through two pass interceptions and a fumble on its 
only three possessions. Alabama State, meanwhile, 
scored 14 points to build a 21-6 lead. The tone for the 
second half was set on the opening kickoff when the 
Alabama State receiver took the kickoff at the goal 
line, returned it 11 yards and handed it off. The new 
ball carrier rambled to the K-State 14 yard line before 
Howard Jackson knocked him out of bounds. Three 
plays later a 4-yard run produced the first Alabama 
State score. 



On the next KSU series, Alabama State picked off a 




pass and in six plays marched 61 yards to take a 21-6 
lead. It looked as though Kentucky State might pull it 
out as Victor Rice found Robert Skinner wide open in 
the end zone from 28 yards out and also hit Skinner 
for the two-point conversion to pull KSU within seven 
at 21-14. The Thorobreds had a break with seven mi- 
nutes remaining in the game as they recovered a fum- 
ble on the Alabama State 45, but on fourth and nine, a 
sure first down pass glanced off the fingers of the KSU 
receiver and the drive was stopped. 




Kentucky State had two more possessions but was 
never able to get it across. The afternoon proved to be 
full of disasters as KSU lost two fumbles and had four 
passes intercepted. "We knew when we saw the films 
on Alabama State that they were going to be the best 
team we had played all year," commented KSU head 
coach Leroy Smith after the game. "I guess our luck 
just ran out today." With the 21-14 loss, KSU finished 
the season with a 7-2-1 record. Also lost was KSU's 
1 1-game home winning streak, and the chance to play 
in the NAIA playoffs for the second consecutive year. 
The Thorobreds finished 14th in the final NAIA poll. 




Much credit for this fine season must go to head 
coach Leroy Smith and his assistants — Ralph Bish- 
op, Lonzo Bullie, Clark Frost, and Charles Figgs. KSU 
will be ready once again in September as the referee 
sounds his whistle and the leaves begin to turn, to 
once again push the pigskin across the goal line for 
the Green and Gold. Hopefully, 1979 will see the NAIA 
national championship come to the Thorobreds of 
Kentucky State University.

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Thorobreds Finish 18-11 and Make NAIA Playoffs 

New Coach, New System, 
But Another Winning Year 




Adding to the tradition of winning basketball, Ken- 
tucky State University hired a new basketball coach in 
March 1978 to replace James Oliver, who resigned to 
take the head coaching position at Alabama State 
University. At an early afternoon press conference at 
the Capital Plaza Sports and Convention Center, Pres- 
ident Butts announced the hiring of Floyd Theard as 
KSU's new head basketball coach. Coach Theard is a 
1967 graduate of Kentucky State who was an All- 
Midwest guard during his KSU playing days. Theard 
also played in the professional ranks following his 
Thorobred days. 

From the professional ranks, Theard took the head 
coaching job at Denver's Manual High School. In his 
second year at the Colorado school, he led his bas- 
ketball squad into the state playoffs, finishing at the 
state runner-up with a 22-1 record. 

From Denver, Coach Theard moved on to the Univer- 
sity of Iowa where he stayed for four seasons as a top 
assistant. When the KSU opening occurred, Coach 
Theard jumped at the opportunity. "It is a challenge to 
return to my Alma Mater and hopefully continue the 
winning tradition of the Thorobreds," said Theard of 
his appointment. "I know that the young men will have 
to adjust to a new coaching staff and new system, but 
we should be able to have things going our way be- 
fore the season is over." 

Joining Coach Theard on his staff was Silas Mckinnie. 
Mckinnie is a former professional football player and 
collegiate star at the University of Iowa. Second assis- 
tant on this year's staff was Ron Mitchell, who is also 
the Assistant Dean of Students at KSU. Coach Mitchell 
is a 1965 graduate of Kentucky State, and he has 
served as the head coach at Boston University and 
Granelle College. 
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Breds Open With Campbellsville 




It appeared that a dark cloud had moved over Coach 
Theard's coaching reign at the beginning. The 
Thorobreds jumped to an early lead over 
Campbellsville in the season opener, but couldn't pull 
out the win. Mike Busby led KSU with 22 points, and 
Kelvin Taylor pulled down 10 rebounds, but to no avail 
as Campbellsville took a 104-96 win. 

It was just two days later that the Thorobreds had to 
entertain defending NAIA district 32 champion, Cum- 
berland College. The Indians had defeated KSU in the 
district playoffs in 1978 to eliminate the Thorobreds. 
Although Cumberland took a 45-42 halftime lead, the 
Thorobreds came back with an inspired press and 
strong defense that won the roundballers their first 
victory, 93-83. Again, it was Mike Busby with 27 points 
that led the KSU scoring, and Charles Tryon pulled 
down 11 rebounds. 

Game three found the Thorobreds hosting Jackson 
State University. The Breds took an early lead and ran 
to a 79-59 decision. Mike Busby and Mike Jackson 
each tallied 16 points, and Busby had a team high 
seven rebounds. 

Posting an early season 2-1 record, the young 
Thorobreds now faced 10 consecutive road games in- 
cluding two tournaments. 



10 Consecutive Road Games 
Bring Five Victories 



Up and down basketball highlighted a long, 10-game 
road test for the Breds of K-State, and when it was 
over, the Thorobreds had broken even . . . winning 
five and losing five. Bethune-Cookman, Chicago 
State, Kentucky Wesleyan, Northern Kentucky, and 
Carson-Newman fell victims to Kentucky State's 
roundballers, but Albany State, Quincy College, Al- 
corn State, Jackson State, and Tennessee State stuck 
it to the Breds. Coach Theard's young chargers 
finished second in both the Florida A & M Tournament 
and the All-American City Christmas Classic hosted by 
Kentucky Wesleyan. Standout performances during 
the long road trip were posted by Mike Busby, Kelvin 
Taylor, Mike Jackson, Charles Tryon, Clarence Wil- 
liams, and Bruce Coles. The Breds finally returned 
home having played only two of 13 games in 
Frankfort. At mid-point in the season, Coach Theard's 
first, K-State's record was seven victories against six 
defeats. 
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Mid-Season Schedule 
Was Not Easy 

After a month of road games, K-State finally returned 
to the Frankfort Sports and Convention Center for a 
match with arch-rival Central State of Ohio. The Breds 
had won the last 11 meetings, but the Mauraders had 
revenge in mind. Central State surged to an early 
20-12 lead and never looked back. The Green and Gold 
pulled within four in the second half, but the Maurad- 
ers ran off the needed points to win 72-58. Kelvin 
Taylor led Thorobred scorers with 14, and Charles 
Tryon pulled down 10 rebounds. Coach Theard's 
roundballers had now evened their season at seven 
and seven. 

The Bears of Pikeville were next in line during this 
welcome three-game homestand. Behind 26 points 
from Mike Busby and 13 rebounds from Kelvin Taylor, 
the Thorobreds never trailed in posting a strong 99-70 
win. 

Now above the .500 mark, the Breds prepared for a 
rematch with the Norse of Northern Kentucky. The 
near-by neighbors had played the Thorobreds to an 
overtime before losing earlier in the year, but this 
game was different. Kentucky State moved to a 45-21 
halftime lead and cruised to a 95-75 victory, pushing 
in the right direction away from the .500 mark on the 
season. 



On the road again, this time 15 miles to the east in 




Georgetown. The Tigers prowled and pawed at the 
Thorobreds, but down the stretch, K-State pulled it 
out. Georgetown had taken the lead 66-64 with 1:05 
remaining, but the Thorobreds scored the final four 
points to claim a 68-66 decision. 6'8" senior center 
Kelvin Taylor poured in 30 points and pulled down a 
Thorobred season-high 18 rebounds to lead the 
Breds. With this victory, KSU's season record moved 
to 10 victories against 7 defeats. 

The Thorobred racing machine was now in high gear 
as Tennessee State paid a visit to Frankfort. KSU pul- 
led ahead and held an eight-point lead midway 
through the second half. Bruce Coles was hitting well 
from the outside, and Charles Tryon was working the 
boards, but Tennessee State's size began to show as 
the Tigers pulled from behind to claim a 74-70 victory. 
Coles had 22 points while dealing out seven assists, 
and Charles Tryon had 10 rebounds. 

Five Games in 
Seven Days 

Kentucky State now moved to one of the toughest 
portions of its schedule. From January 30, to February 
5, the Thorobreds played five games . . . five games 
in seven days. 

A rematch with defending NAIA district champion 
Cumberland in Williamsburg was first on the list. This 
time, though, the Green and Gold led from start to 
finish. Kelvin Taylor, who was named NAIA district 
Player of the Week, scored 30 points and pulled in 10 
rebounds in 86-77 win. 

Then Carson-Newman came to town and left a 104-58 
loser. Bruce Coles, with 19 points and eight assists, 
and Kelvin Taylor with seven rebounds, led the Breds. 

Game three was at Wilberforce and the Breds took top 
honors with an easy 88-67 win. Again, it was Bruce 
Coles who led the Thorobreds with 16 points and 
seven assists. Charles Tryon had seven rebounds. 

K-State's three-game winning streak ended the next 
evening when Central State of Ohio pulled out a 
hard-fought 98-89 win. Charles Tryon had one of his 
best games, pulling down 13 rebounds and hitting for 
21 points. 

Game five was against Bellarmine College in Louis- 
ville. The breds had the upper hand throughout the 
first half, but in the final moments, Bellarmine's 
Knights took control from a very tired Kentucky State 
squad and won 85-80. Charles Tryon led Thorobred 
scorers with 17 points, and Mike Busby worked the 
backboards for 10 rebounds. >Len Williams dealt out 
six assists. This was K-State's last loss of the season 
until the NAIA national tournament. The breds record 
now stood at 13 victories and 10 defeats. 
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Breds Finish Strong With Three Victories 




The 24th game of the year for the K-State and 17th on 
the road was in Indianapolis against the Metros of 
Indiana University-Purdue University. Coach Theard's 
Breds grabbed an early lead and completely domi- 
nated play in taking a 107-56 win. Bruce Coles topped 
Thorobred scorers with 20 points, and Charles Tryon 
pulled down 10 rebounds. 

One of the best games of the year was next for the 
Breds. Lincoln University in Jefferson City, Missouri, 
entered the contest with a 17 and 5 record, ranked 
12th nationally in the NCAA division II poll. The two 
teams played evenly throughout the game with 
neither squad gaining more than a five-point advan- 
tage. In the end, it was 17 points by Charles Tryon and 
14 rebounds by Clarence Williams which made the 
difference. K-State came away with a satisfying 59-56 
victory and improved its season record to 15 and 10. 

Winter homecoming was the final regular season 
game for Coach Theard's Green and Gold. Wilber- 
force provided the opposition and K-State provided 
the power in cruising to an easy 107-74 win. Bruce 
Coles hit for 17 points and Clarence Williams pulled 
down nine rebounds to pace the Thorobred attack. A 
tenth consecutive trip to the NAIA district 32 playoffs 
was now ahead. 
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Breds Win NAIA District 32 



Cumberland College ended KSU's playoff hopes in 
1978, and was looking for a repeat in 1979 as the In- 
dians provided Coach Theard's Thorobreds with their 
first round opponent. K-State jumped to an early lead 
and never slowed as the now-seasoned Thorobreds 
took a relatively easy 85-71 win. Bruce Coles scored 
24 points and dealt out nine assists, and Kelvin Taylor 
grabbed 16 rebounds to pace KSU. 

The NAIA district 32 championship game against 
Berea went from one extreme to another. KSU took an 
11 point lead midway through the first half and was 



ahead 32-27 at intermission. In the second stanza, 
however, Berea ran off nine straight points to knot the 
score 43-43. The Mountaineers then surged to a 12 
point lead before KSU found the groove. Using 26 
points from Bruce Coles, including an 8-foot jumper 
with 39 seconds remaining, KSU took at 69-67 lead. With 
20 seconds to go, Berea had a chance to tie, but the 
inbounds pass was fumbled and Mike Busby slammed 
home a dunk shot at the buzzer giving KSU the 71-67 
decision. Under first-year Coach Floyd Theard, the 
Thorobreds had captured its 8th NAIA district 32 
championship in 10 years. 



KSU Goes to NAIA National Finals 



The Thorobreds were placed against Southwest 
Texas State on Monday, March 12, in Kemper Arena, 
Kansas City, Missouri. Southwest Texas was the 
number eight seed and entered the National event with 
a 25 and 6 record. 

In the first half both teams played evenly and the score 
was tied 35-35 at intermission. Southwest Texas went 
to work early in the second half and with just four 
minutes left in the game had forged a 70-62 advan- 



tage. The Thorobreds then ran off six straight points 
to cut the margin to two. Southwest Texas then went 
to a strong press and delay game to move ahead and 
claim a 78-74 victory. For the fourth straight game 
Bruce Coles led the Thorobreds with 19 points, and 
Charles Tryon pulled down 13 rebounds while adding 
16 points. In the end, it was the battle of the boards 
which defeated KSU, as Southwest Texas grabbed 18 
offensive rebounds to the Breds 7. Overall, KSU was 
outrebounded 43-30.

The KSU baseball season was a series of ups and 
downs for third-year coach Jacob Robinson.

Lincoln University of Missouri was next as KSU cele- 
brated Homecoming. In the annual celebration, 
played once again in the rain, the Thorobreds jumped 
to an early 6-0 lead on a 2-yard run by Victor Rice, and 
took a 13-0 lead to the locker room on a 18-yard run by 
Ruie Hannah. KSU seemed to have the game well in 
hand.

Less than 8 minutes later a four-yard run netted Lin- 
coln another score and suddenly it was 14-13.

In the final quarter, the Thorobreds rallied for three 
scores while limiting Lincoln to one for a 32-20 victo- 
ry. Victor Rice went in from the one and also passed to 
Ruie Hannah for the second score. Hannah added an 
insurance TD on a 1-yard run. 




KSU vs. Arkansas Pine Bluff 31-17 

Next in Alumni Stadium it was Arkansas Pine Bluff. 
The Thorobreds were now looking seriously at the 
playoff picture knowing that one more loss or tie 
would keep them out. The Breds scored quickly in the 
first quarter to take a 6-0 lead. Arkansas countered 
with a 35-yard field goal early in the second period, 
but the Thorobreds added two second quarter scores 
to take an 18-3 lead at the half. 



It was mostly KSU in the second half as Ronald Clark 
scored on a 4-yard run, Harold Salter, returning to 
action for the first time since the Mississippi Valley 
game, carried in from the 2, and Ruie Hannah scored 
three times on runs of one, two, and 10 yards. Mark 
Stoute broke a personal scoring drought in the final 
period. Final score: KSU 31 Arkansas Pine Bluff 17. 
The Thorobreds moved to 8th in the NAIA national 
rankings. 



KSU vs. Delaware State 18-12 



With the playoffs very much on the minds of 
Thorobred fans everywhere, the Hornets of Delaware 
State came to call at Alumni Stadium. It was another 
must win for KSU. 

The Hornets were the first to score on a 4-yard pass 
play and held a 6-0 lead at the end of the first period. 
The Thorobreds rallied for two second quarter scores 
and took a 12-16 halftime advantage. Ronald Clark 
scored on a 3-yard run and Harold Wells scored on a 
28-yard pass from Victor Rice. 



Delaware State pushed the score to 12-12 on a 10-yard 
pass play just one minute into the second half. Both 
teams continued to play strongly on defense before 
Harold Salter pushed across from the one-yard line 
with 2:01 remaining in the game. Delaware State 
could only burn up four downs as KSU ran out the 
clock on its final possession. Final score: KSU 18 De- 
laware State 12. The Thorobreds now owned a 7-1-1 
record. 
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
